I'rging that no woman was 
fulfilling her duty as a woman who 
was. neglecting her responsibilities as 
a citizen, Mrs. Lobingler closed with 
a remarkable tribute to the “citizen¬ 
ship'' of Milton, the influence that 
crystalized in the founding of Boston 
and tills Republic, surpassing in value 
to the world his greatest work as a 
poet, "Paradise Lust.” 

Mrs. Herron, district chairman of 
civics, closed the program with a com¬ 
prehensive statement of tin 1 civic vyork 
possible to all clubs, and a special ap¬ 
peal for tree planting and parkway 
Improvement in all towns. “Clean 
cities by 1915“ is the slogan -of this 
committee.

PURCHASE ON MOUNTAIN 
TRAIL AVENUE 


Sierra Madre's great annual sporting 
event, tlie Sierra Madre-Mt. Wilson 
race, will be held this year on Wednes¬ 
day, April 30. .That date has been set 
by tlie Board of Trade committee in 
,charge after consultation with Los An¬ 
geles sporting authorities to avoid 
conflicting dates. J. A. Patterson lias 
been appointed chairman of tlie com¬ 
mittee on arrangements this year, a 
petition lie has held tlie last two years, 
tin tlie committee with him are Geo. 
B. Morgridge and G. liallett Johnson. 

Last year eighteen men faced the 
starter in tlie race and the number of 
inquiries regarding the events already 
received indicate that an even greater 
number \\ill enter this year. Paul 
Westerlund who won last year's event, 
and Pete George who finished third, 
have been classed as professionals 
since then and cannot enter. Philip 
Zeyoiima, the Indian from Sherman 
institute who came so close to Wes- 
terlund's record time, is therefore re¬ 
garded as a likely contender for flrst 
place. Albert Ray, another Indian 
runner, is also expected to enter. 

J. R. limit lias been selected as the 
Los Angeles representative of tlie com¬ 
mittee. He will receive entries at the 
Spaulding store on Spring street and 
entry blanks wiil also be placed at all 
the other sporting goods stores. 

Last year's plan of starting the race 
from the imsiness section of Sierra 
Madre will be followed again. The 
start being the only spectacular feat¬ 
ure, this plan makes the race much 
more attractive to the public.

This gives 
him control of the four corners at the 
Intersection, (is he already owned the 
corner lying to the south of Bella 
Vista Terrace.

NEW FOREST SIGNALS 


USE OF HELIOGRAPH WILL BE 
EXTENDED IN GOVERNMENT 
SERVICE

est Service made a thorough field test 
of the heliograph in fire protection on 
the California National Forest Super¬ 
visor Godwin lias just submitted his 
which may lead to the adoption 
on an extensive scale 
if the state.

Tlie report 
is of special value t 
communicating w ith lookout stations in 
the inaccessible back ranges where tlie 
telephone is not yet operating. In these 
stretches of "back country" where 
lightning fires are frequent, it may be 
years before a telephone line can be 
run to some of the more distant patrol 
stations. 

The forest service is constantly im¬ 
proving forest protection plans, and it 
is believed that the heliograph will play 
an important part in the prevention of 
disastrous forest fires—at least until 
the funds available to complete the 
system of telephone lines. Smoke does 
not interfere with the sending and re¬ 
cording of flash messages to any great 
extent, and in this state there is no 
trouble from clouds in the tire season. 
Messages were read without the aid of 
a field-glass for a distance of twenty 
miles in an air line. 

Tht- instrument" used consists of a re¬ 
flector. or series of reflectors, in front 
of which is a shutter working some¬ 
what after tlie fashion of tlie shutter 
oil an ordinary kodak; the whole ap¬ 
paratus being mounted on a metal tri¬ 
pod which will telescope into small 
space. The reflectors are so adjusted 
as to aim the sun's rays by means of 
hair line sights exactly at the ranger 
who receives the message. The sender 
Interrupts these rays by means of a 
lever which operates tlie shutter, mak¬ 
ing a series of long and short flashes 
which correspond to the dots and 
dashes of the Morse telegraph Code. 
Heliographs are also supplied with 
lights for use at night
